CAPTAIN BRADY’S 
STORY OF MAINE 
IS CORROBORATED 


Meriden (Conn.) Man Says 
He Cabled of Cuban’s De- 
struction of Warship and 
His Accomplices i in 1899.

MERIDEN, Conn.—The United Press 
dispatch last evening corcerning the 
statement of Captain Brady in Kansas 
City that the Maine was blown up from 
the outside and that the government 
knew of the details of the incident years | 
ago, is corroborated today by Francis 
Atwater, of this city, who was publishing 
& newspaper in Havana at the time, and 
was also treasurer of the fund which was 
helping the reconcentrados. 


‘Thomas 


Mr. Atwater sent a cable to this coun- 
try, Nov. 4, 1899, telling of Zalvado's de- | 
struction of the warship and of his ac- | 
cbmplices. Mr. Atwater said today that 
the’ information was given him in 
Havana by a detective and this man told | 
him then that Zalvado had _ been 
despatched and that one of his three ac- 
complices stood ready to reveal the full 
details of the plot. 

At that time all the information gath- 
ered was sent to Secretary of War Elihu 
Root. The letter was acknowledged, but 
no further attention was paid to it as 
far as Mr. Atwater knew.

gauge system of the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lym railroad are in contem- 
peation, said President Melvin O. Adams 
today. 

The plans of the company contemplate 


additiona] lines in Revere and a pos- 
sible extension as far as Be@@rly. 

President Adams said: “A survey in 
the nature of a freconnoissance in that 
part of Revere which at the present time 
is not.near the service of any railroad 
or railway leaves our main line at a 
“point. between Beachmont and Orient 
Heights, going through the center of 
the old town of Revere and beyond it 
to the north, crossing the eastern divi- 
sion of the B. & M. road. 

“The line is extendéd west of it and 
that portion of Broadway in Revere 
which was formerly’ called the Salem 
turnpike, practically to the Pines river. 

“The termination at this point would 
permit an extension later on to the west 
part of Lynn, thence to Peabody, Salem 
and Beverly.” 

Application will soon be made to the 
highway commission for permission to 
build.

filling of one pond by the incoming tide 
and the emptying of its contents into 
the other during the rececing tide turns 
the turbines, keeping them in constant 
motion. 

Local business men and members of 
the Bath Merchants Association are tak- 
ing a deep interest in the project as a 
demand has gone up from this city for 
a number of years for a practical de- 
velopment of power from the tides. 

Under the Macdonald system there is 
a high water and low water pond with a 
wall between in which there are turbine 
wheels. The top ofeach dam is made 
higher than tidewater. 

In the low water pond an automatic 
gate is closed by the incoming tide and 
kept closed, the water constantly rising 
until it finds a floating gate in the high 
water pond, which is filled by the tide. 
The turbine gates are then opened and 
the water passes from the high water 
pond through the turbines into the low 
water pond for 12 hours. 

At low water slack the water which 
has accumulated in the low pond forces 
the gate the other way and all the water 
gathered there passes into the ocean. 
The next tide repeats the operation.

THREE FOREIGN SHIPS 
ARRIVE IN PORT WITH 
BIG GENERAL CARGO 


Three foreign liners arrived in port 
early today from Manchester, London 
and Buenos Aires. The British steam- 
ship “Anglian, Captain Toozes, of the 
Wikeon & Furness-Leyland line arrived 
from London with 887 tons of chalk in- 
chided in its cargo, 187 of which has 
made three journeys across the ocean as 
ballast. 

Besides the chalk, there were 400 tons 
of emery stone, 250 tons of Joam, 200 
tons of hides and pelts, 140 tons of wool, 
130 tons of paper stock, 75 tons of min- 
eral water and 35 tons of rice. The 
essel also brought jute, cocoa, figs, coffee, 
rabbit. skins, Christmas cards, almonds, 
ink, ete. 

The British steamship Pilar de Lar- 
rinaga, Capt. H. Hudson, completed a 
28-day passage from the River Plate 
and Buenos Aires and reached port on 
scheduled time. She brought a 2000- 
ton cargo of hides, wool, horns and gen- 
eral merchandise.

(1) The head of a golf club shall be so 
constructed that the length of the head 
from the back of the heel to the toe 
shall be greater than the breadth from 
the face to the back of the head. 

(2) The shaft shall be fixed to the heel, 
or to a neck, socket, or hose which termi- 
nates at the heel. 

(3) The lower part of the shaft shall,

The 
rule tells us,that we are to play with 
clubs made in uniformity with the direc- 
tions contained in a certain clause.. The 
clause (omitting the provisions as to me- 
chanical contrivance) merely bans in 
general terms clubs of the mallet-headed 
type or such clubs as have the neck so 
bent as to produce a similar effect.” It 
is true that this decision is by means of 
a note amplified in considerable detail, 
but we are carefully told that this note 
only contains “general c®nsiderations” 
which will “guide it (the committee) in 
interpretating this rule.”

EW YORK—The latest cry from

PEANUT SOUP. 
This is made like a dried pea soup. 


Boak a pint and a half nut meats over 
night in two quarts of water. In the 
morning add three quarts of water, a 
bay leaf, stalk of celery, blade of mace

Union Pacific was a prominent fea- 
ture in the New York stock market to- 


day. This stock is active usually when 
the volume of trading is large, but for 
some time past has moved within a nar- 
row price range, It opened at its high 
price of yesterday, 174% and continued 
to improve. This had an encouraging 
effect. upon the rest of the-market and 
prices held fairly firm during the early 
trading. 

Sears-Roebuck attracted some atten- 
tion by opening up strong, reaching a 
new high level for the movement. Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph also was in 
demand on both markets. 

There was nothing in the news of the 
morning to influence prices, but traders 
are becoming more confident, and there 
is prospect that the market will soon 
broaden and become more active as soon 
as the elections are out of the way. 

After some profit-taking prices again 
started upward and some of the active 
issues made new high records for the 
movement. American Telephone & Tele- 
graph opened unchanged in New York at 
142 and improved a eng before midday.

RAIL BUYING FOR 
NEXT YEAR BEGUN 


Prices Will Be Quoted by the 

Pound Instead of Gross 

‘ Tons in the Future—Foun- 
dry Iron More Active. 


' 

NEW YORK—The Iron Age says: 
Rail buying for 1911 has begun, the 
various rail manufacturers’ having 
opened their books in the past week. 
The Erie has practically closed for 
about 33,000 tons, and the Pennsylvania 
aml New York Central requirements are 
now under consideration, as are those 
of the Norfolk & Western, Several 
western roads are also making up their 
estimates. 

Announcement is made that rail prices 
will be quoted hereafter by the pound 
instead of the gross ton—an innovation 
that has been long considered. The 
familiar $28 quotation for a 2240-pound 
ton of Bessemer rails is replaced by 1.25 
cents per pound, which is the ilentical 
rate of the past nine years. Open- 
hearth rails, heretofore $30 a gross ton, 
are now 1.34 cents per pound. Extras 
for lots less than 500 tons and 20 tona, 
respectively, correspond to the $2 and 
$4 heretofore charged, making the-price 
for Bessemer rails 1.34 cents in less than 
500-ton lots and 1.43 cents in less than 
20-ton lots. 

Reports differ.as to the rate at which 
new business has been coming to the 
mills in the past week. In some cases 
there has been a halt; in other lines the 
October avetage has kept up. 

The shutting down of a large number 
of tin plate mills is the chief develop- 
ment of the week. Cannery shipments 
are over for the most part, and some cur- 
tailment is therefore seasonable. This 
vear it is more drastic than usual, as no 
atocks will be accumulated on a 36-cent 
tin market. By another week nearly 
one-third of the capacity of the leading 
producer of tin plates will be idle, and 
independent companies are expected to 
make some reduction also. Such action 
may have a salutary effect on the cor- 
nerers of tin, who have had” things 
pretty much their own way thus far. 

Agricultural works, after withhoMing 
specifications for steel bars for some 
weeks, have been ordering freely on 
their contracts in the past 10 days. The 
recent sales of 1.35-cent bars in the Chi- 
cago district threatened to affect con- 
tract business, but the larger sellers ap- 
pear to have maintained the 1.40-cent 
basis. 

October has the distinction of bringing 
out a larger business in foundry iron 
than any month of the year, with ave- 
rage prices lower than for any other 
month. The buying has been well dis- 
tributed, both as to sections and classes 
of foundry product. The leading radia- 
tor interests have taken 50,000 to 60,000 
tons. on this movement. Steel-making pig 
iron is weaker. The Steel Corporation 
will bank four.of its Youngstown, O., 
stacks Saturdays and Sundays for a 
time, in lieu of blowing out.

Atlantic, Gulf & West Indies 
Subsidiary Properties En- 
joy Remarkable Improve- 
ment in Earnings. 


FINANCIAL STATUS 


Earnings of the subsidiary properties 
of the Atlantic, Gulf & West Indies for 
the last two months have been showing 
gains of 20 per cent in net over the same 
period a year ago. For the eight months 
to Sept. 1 the four constituent proper- 
ties have earned net for dividends above 
fixed charges and sinking funds a total 
of $966,000, which is about $300,000 more 
than a full year’s interest on the $15,000,- 
000 5 per cent bonds. 

In other words, in the eight 
enough surplus has been earned to pay 
for one of the two new boats now un- 
der construction, leaving the net profits 
of the remaining four months to pay 
the $350,000 of expense involved in build- 
ing the other boat. 

At present the Atlaatic, Gulf & West 
Indies is engaged in very important im- 
provements and additions to its ter- 
minals. In Jacksonville large tracts of 
waterfront have been secured and a 
splendid terminal property is nearing 
completion. Some $900,000 cash will go 
into this work before it is done. Fur- 
ther than this important work is under 
way in Porto Rico, which will give a 
splendid terminal property at San Juan 
costing $300,000. 

Another large wharf improvement is 
taking place at Santiago, where about 
$100,000 is being expended. Here is a 
total of $1,300,000, gone of which has 
yet been capitalized. Ultimately some 
sort of financing will probably be 
adopted, but in the end the Atlantic, 
Gulf & West Indies will own these and 
other terminal properties yet to be built 
and will derive a considerable source of 
revenue from them. 

On Jan. 1, Atlantic, Gulf & West In- 
dies has maturing the last instalment of 
the 6 per cent notes. There are $754,000 
in the lot. Of this amount, however, 
the parent company already owns $350,- 
000, leaving but $400,000 to be retired 
through earnings of the current year. 
As a matter of fact these notes are re- 
tired automatically through operations 
of the sinking funds of the subsidiary 
companies. It seems that $2,400,000 of 
these notes originally issued were se- 
cured upou issuance in 1908 by bonds of 
subsidiary companies as collageral. As 
sinking funds have ‘accrued the proceeds 
have been used to buy from the parent 
company the subsidiary bonds held in 
its treasury. In this way a single charge 
against earnings Mas operated to kill two 
birds. This fact is largely what accounts 
for the ability of the Atlantic, Gulf & 
West Indies to undertake the construc- 
tion of $650,000 of new steamers in one 
year. 

At present Atlantic, Gulf and its sub- 
sidiary companies hold a total of $3,- 
500,000 in cash and securities. This is 
ee duplication between companies. 
Of tMs amount $1,500,000 is in cash.

To those 
who are so environed as not to know and understand 
the fundamental factors which enter into the cost of 
a people’s living, namely, raw material, labor, — 
governmental legitimate expenses, governmental ex- 
travagance and governmental graft, foreign condi- 
tions, the money medium and “finance” and the rela- 
tion of each to the other and each to the whole, and 
each and the whole to the Result, the cost of living 
is an impossible-of-understanding problem, but to 
those to whom these things are simple, every-day 
mental familiars, the abnormally high cost of a 
people’s living is as addition, subtraction or multipli- 
cation to the mathematician. 

This being so, and it is so, I, with forty years’ 
experience as a practising student of such things, 
state unqualifiedly ‘that the present high cost of 
living is very largely because of the tariff. Further 
I state unqualifiedly that all degreed students of 
the subject are of a mind that the tariff is very 
largely responsible for the present high cost of 
living, and, still further, all such students are 
agre that the apparent confusion amongst the 
people as to whether or not the tariff is the 
cause of the present high cost of living is mainly 
due to tRe successful efforts of the beneficiaries 
of the tariff to thus comfuse them rather than 
to the depth and intricacy of the subject. 

The present high cost of living is not because the 
American people are compelled to pay for their 
necessities and luxuries th® added tax imposed by 
the tariff, for the aggregate amount of this tax— 
a’ few hundreds of millions annually—would have 
but a small effect upon prices when spread over 
the vast aggregate of all the.necesaities and luxuries 
of the whole American people, but it is because 
the tariff enables the controllers of the great indus- 
tries to so handle them’that they become the basis 
of a system of monopoly which makes it possible 
for many times the aggregate of the tax levied 
to be added to the price of the peoples necessities 
and luxuries. It will give a kindergarten illustra- 
tion of the possibilities of a. monopoly-creating 
“tariff.” 

In a certain town there are say three livery 
stables. They carry from the railroad depot a 
sufficient number of passengers at 25 cents per 
head to give a total daily revenue of $260. Fifty 
men and 50 horses are employed, and the $200 a 
day which is paid to the men and for the horses’ 
keep goes to make its share of the town’s pros- 
perity. The remaining $60 goes $20 to each of 
the capitalists—the livery men. There is no mo- 
nopoly of the depot passenger-carrying trade, be- 
rause the town ordinance says any one can solicit 
passengers. Later the town is induced to pass an 
ordinance which gives the right to solicit passengers 
to one stable provided this stable pays to the town 
10 cents per head upon all passengers carried, which 
10 cents may be added to the fare.’ Under this 
arrangement the rate is increased to 35 cents per 
head, and the town benefits $100 per day; and the 
advocates of the new move point to this benefit 
as one in which all citizens participate, but— 

The monopoly stable lays off 25 of the men 
and 25 of the horses formerly employed. It collects 
from the townspeople $360 per day where they 
before paid bnt $260,. It returng to the town for 
the benefit of ‘all the townspeople, two thirds of 
whom do not ride and, therefore, do not contribute 
to the amount collected, $100. It pays to the 
men and horses what they got before, plus 10 per 
cent increase, $120 (to show that labor gets its 
share of the increased earnings), and it retains $140. 
The net result of the new law is “high cost of 
living” because the people have been compelled to 
pay out $360 instead of $260; and while the people 
get back the extra $100, the “capitalist” retains 
$140, where before the combined capitalists only 
retained $60. The result of this system, when it 
has spread into all the town’s affairs, is: The 
town’s revenue has been increased, those who are 
employed receive better wages, the hay and grain 
men get better prices and capital a much larger 
share than before, all of which looks good to those 
who do not understand such things, but—prices 
have advanced as much as all the town receives, 
plus all the additional pay labor received, plus the 
additional amount which capital has received. 

That new town ordinance is the equivalent of 
“a tariff’; yet at next town meeting, when the 
townspeople complain of “high cost of living,” they 
could be hopelessly confused by the truthful 'state- 
ment that the town got a larger revenue than 
it did before and that labor got better pay and 
the hay and grain men better prices. 

[I have boiled “tariff” back to town liverying 
that those unversed in economics may understand. 
In doing this, it must not be supposed that my 
illustration is intended as an exact equivalent of 
the great and intricate nation-wide tariff, but with 
my livery-stable illustration as a mind-opener, I 
will illustrate from the big tariff itself. 
~ The Steel Trust had $300,000,000 of capital em- 
ployed. It earned $30,000,000 net for the owners 
of that $300,000,000 capital, or say 10 per cent 
yearly. -That is, it sold its product to the American 
people for sufficient to pay for all the material, 
to pay for all the labor and to pay for everything 
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of every name and nature which entered into the 
making of its product, and to leave for those who 
owned ita $300,000,000 of capital 10 per cent net 
vearly, or two and one half times as much as the 
people receive upon their capital deposited in the 
savings banks and trust companies. 

If the tariff had been a fair one--that 4, In 
the interests of the people and a low cost of their 
living--there would have been foreign competition, 
but not of a nature that would have shrunk the 
pay of labor a nickel a vear, or that would have 
taken away from the capital a penny of the $50,- 
00,000 aunual earnings, but competition, or fear 
of competition, of a nature that would have not 
*llowed the illegitimate inflation of the capital em- 
ployed. But the tariff, with an eve to the illegui 
mate inflation of that capital, was such that the 
Steel Trust could have no foreign competition or 
fear of competition. Therefore, as soon as the 
tarifl was assured, the $300,000,000 capital was 
inflated to #1,500,000,000. and the ammual net earn 
ings from $30,000,000 to $180.000,000; that is, be 
cause ot the tariff the Steel Trust was enabled 
to take from the American people $150,000,000 an- 
nually,.in exchange for which they gave the people 
nothing but an increase in the earnings of paid 
labor of $9,000,000, leaving capital $141,000,000 net 
better off than it would have been under a tariff 
in the intereats of the people. Let me show, to 
the voters of Massachusetts what this means. This 
$141,000,000 was not for a single year, it 13 
for each year, for all time, and the nature of! 
creation was such that it cannot be “adjusted 
back” in the future, for 

The Steel Truat’s $300,000,000 eapital when in 
flated to $1,500,000,000 was sold to the people —to 
investors, that is, it was put into the savings banks 
and trust companies of the people in exchange for 
#1.500,000,000 of the people's savings. I[t was. in 
fact, so capitalized for all time as to make it im 
perative that high prices be ab gra for in a Way 
that would make it sure that for all time the 
Steel Trust would earn at least $141,000.00 an 
nually more than it should earn or that it could 
earn but for the tariff. 

If this $141,000,000 was equitably distributed 
amongst all the people from whom it taken, 
they could stand the high prices so far as they 
were made by this particular beneficiary of the 
tariff, but it was not. The $141,000400 came from 
90,000,000 of people, and nine tenths of it went 
to leas than 1000 people. 
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Here you have the work 
ings-of an unfair tariff in a nutshell. 

l warn the farmers, the laborers and the house 
wives of Massachusetts not to fool themselves with 
the idea that because they buy no rails or 
structural material they are not interested in the 
Steel Trust end of the tariff, for every necessity 
and every luxury of the American people paid some 
part of that $141,000,000 because the cost of every 
necessity and_luxury was increased in that pro 
portion which $141,000,000 holds to the whole in- 
creased cost; and I call their attention to the fact 
that the Steel Trust is only one of thousands of 
industries, and that it did not fare anv better in 
the tariff deal than the others. 


I earnestly assure the people of Nassachusetta 
that my Steel Trust illustration of the working 
of the tariff is a’ fair one. I assure them that | 
could, had I the space, work out the same result 
with every necessity and luxury consumed by the 
American people—the same result, namely, that be- 
cause of the tariff the 90,000,000 people part with 
money through the machinery of high prices, and 
that the money which they part with remains in 
the hands of a very few people, who give absolutely 
nothing in return for it. 

New York, the greatest market in America, is 
® fair illustration of the whole country, and here 
are’ a few statistics which show how the tariff 
works out in New York city: 

New York City has a population in round num- 
bers of 4,700,000. It in estimated that these 4,700,000 
persons spend about $2,350,000 a day for food. 

According to the tables of the United States Bureau 
pe samen — price + Lynne im 1909 showed an increase 
o per cent over average price for the t 
1890 and 1900. arb r — 
Bread showed an increase of 24 per cent. 

Butter showed an increase of 35 per cent. 

Coffee showed increase of 8.6 per cent. 

Egeas showed an increase of 42 per cent. 

Flour showed an increase of S4 per cent. 

Milk showed an increase of 41 per cent. 

Mutton showed an increase of 35 per cent. 

Fresh pork showed an increase of 68 per cent. 

Salt pork and bacen showed an increase of 80 per 
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cent. 
Ham showed an increase of 45 per cent. 

Potatoes showed an increase of 20 per cent. 

Veal showed an increase of 30 per cent. 

Prices today are even higher than they were in 1909. 
when they showed this average increase of 30 per 
cent over average prices from 1890 to 1909. 

This means that the people of New York City are 
paying $180,000 a day more for meat, or $66,000,000 a 
year, than they would pay under the prices of the 
previous decade. , 

y are paying $34,000 a day more for eggs, 
$12,000,000 a year. = 

T are paying $20,000 a day more for milk, 
$7,000, = year. 

They are paying $34,000 a day more for butter, 
$12,000,000 a year. 

They are paying $7000 a day more for potatoes, 
$2,600,000 a year. 

They are paying $267,000 a day more fer other 
articles of food, or $101,000,000 a year. , 

In other words. the people of New York are paying 
$542,000 more a day for f or $200,000,000 more a year 
for feed, under present prices, than they would pay 
under the average prices of 1880-1900. 


Think of it! $200,000,000 a year on foodstuffs 
alone in one American city! In repeating that the 
resent high cost of living is primarily and very 
argely due to the tariff, I pledge the citizens of Mas- 
sachusetts that I can prove the soundness of my as- 
sertion so that all people of average intelligence can 
know it. . 

Can any Massachusetts Governor change the 
tariff? Can the Democratic standard-bearer, if 
elected, do any more toward changing the tariff than 
our present able Governor? No, he cannot. There- 
fore all time and effort spent in trying to ascertain 
even the candidates’ views on the subject is wasted 
energy. It is of no consequenceto the people of 
Massachusetts what Eben Draper or Eugene Foss 
would like to do to the tariff, if elected, and all talk 
of what either of them will do is buncombe. 

The tariff is made by Congress. Congress is so 
constituted that in the clash of interests, Northern 
interests, Southern interests, Eastern interests, West- 
ern interests, special interests, general interests, the 
people cannot possibly secure the tariff they should 

ave, cannot possibly secure a tariff which .will drive 
the present high cost of living back to a fair low one 
—cannot possibly secure it unless Congress, al) the 
people of America and the wiole world knows that the 
American people are aroused, savagely aroused, to 
the point where they will stand no further fooling by 
Congress in its handling of the tariff, where they will 
have an honest, fair, square deal in the making of a 
tariff which will be in the interests of all the people 
and not in the interests of special classes—that they 
will have a people’s tariff or that they will raise a riot, 
for themselves perhaps, but surely for those who balk 
them from an honest tariff. To recapitulate: The 
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people cannot, from the very nature of the conditions 
entering into the making of a tariff, secure one in 
their own interest unless they are known to be fear- 
fully aroused upon the subject. ; 

[ must not be misunderstood as meaning that they 
cannot secure the tariff they should have because 
Congress is dishonest, or because it is a Republican 
Congress or a Democratic Congress, but solely because 
the different interests represented in Congress make 
it impossible to secure a fair tariff unless all the 
interests thus represented are made to understand in 
a way which it is impossible of misunderstanding 
that it must be a people's tariff, I personally know 
that the able, honest, and experienced Samuel W. 
McCall, of my own distriet— than whom no al! round 
better statesman ever represented Massachusetts in 
Congres» labored like a truck horse. President 
alts personal representative on the Joint Taritl! Com 
mittee, aml pen the floor of the blouse. for a tari!

Our good old 
State is at peace with herself and her neighbors and 
with her guardian, the Federal Government, and with 
all the world.

heeded-by-the-nation protest against thes continuance 
of the greatest evil since John Brown’s hanging sent 
the old Commonwealth’s cry of freedom paeaning 
into God’s great blue? 

If Massachusetts on next Tuesday goes over- 
whelmingly for the Democratic standard-bearer there 
will go into the coffin of the present high cost of 
living to the American people a spike that will make 
the present tariff’s strongest friends know that the 
jig is up.

This subject is almost certain to have 
an important bearing on the results of 
the imperial conference next year, for it 
is recognized by the tariff reform party 
that it would hardly reasonable to 
suppose that Canadian feeling would 
continue indefinitely to defend British 
preference from external attack, if that 
patriotic defense met no responsive rec- 
ognition from the mother. country.

Treaty Is in Prospect 

WASHINGTON—For the purpose of 
resuming negotiations looking to the es- 
tablishment of closer trade relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
which were begun last spring, Henry M. 
Hoyt, counsellor, and Charles M. Perrep, 
commercial adviser of the state depart- 
ment, will leave today for Ottawa. The 
preliminary conference with Canadian of- 
ficials will be held Noy. Secretary 
Knox expects to visit Ottawa shortly af- 
ter the negotiations are reopened. 

President Taft is especially anxious 
that a reciprocity treaty shall be the 
outcome of the negotiations. Both Mr. 
Hoyt and Mr. Pepper have been in con- 
ference with the President almost con- 
stantly during the past few weeks, and 
they go to Ottawa bearing his instruc- 
tions. 

Before he became President, Mr. Taft 
spent one summer at Murray Bay, Can- 
ada, and had an opportunity to come into 
intimate touch with Canadians. At that 
time he reached the conclusion, which: 
has been strengthened since, that closer 
trade relations should obtain between the 
two countries.+« 

Considerable progress was made in the 
negotiations last spring and when they 
were abandoned temporarily it was with 
the understanding that they would be 
resumed this fall.

The main purpose in the management 
of the steamship companies, Mr. Adams 
asserted,}/seems to be to cut down time, 
and they have been building longer and 
faster sllips to accomplish that.

It has been the universal custom 
both here and abroad, he declared, to 
provide in advance channels, docks and 
railroad facilities and thereby attracting 
the business. 

In every other port in this country and 
in Canada, continued Mr. Adams, they 
are aggressively and systematically iin- 
proving and extending their facilities un- 
der what is called the policy of public 
ownership, spending large sums in Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, New Orleans and Los 
Angeles (port of San Pedro). In the last 
place, he said, the government built a 
breakwater at a cost of $4,000,000, and the 
little city without any manufacturing 
interests whatever immediately appropri- 
ated a like sum for the dredging of the | 
harbor.

Mr. Adams recalled the report of 
George C. Sikes, especially prepared for 
the harbor dock commissioner of Chicago 
in which Boston is alluded to by Mr. 
Sike8, who visited many of the principal 
ports in this country and abroad. He 
quoted as follows: 

“Boston, to my mind, instructive 
chiefly for the lesson in its failure to 
grasp the needs of its situation and to 
move aggressively for their satisfaction. 

“The backwardness of Boston with 
respect to dock facilities is in marked 
contrast with its progressive activities 
in some other municipal lines, 

“Baston has had more reports and 
studies made of its dock situation and 
has done less to improve conditions than 
most other communities.

“Unity of management and develop- 
ment according to a comprehensive plan 
are the first requisites to the highest 
type of port.

“The prime need of Boston, it would 
appear, is to have this portion (Kast

At present there, 
are only half a dozen companies at work, 

the reason being the scarcity of water, | 
of labor, and bad transportation 
facilities.

At present a gem of 17 carats 
holds the price place, Stones of six, 
seven, or 10 Carats are frequently picked 
up.

payable diamondiferous blue. ground, 

which geologists assert must exist in the 
country. In explaining the genesis of the 
diamonds already found, many theories 
have been advanced, the most probable 
being that the diamondiferous deposits 
were ejected from volcanic islands, now 
submerged, just off the coast. The dia-

An interesting discovery has just been 
made at Wittenberg, in Saxon Prussia, 
which is of great interest to all Pro- 
testants, says the London Standard.

Wir the exception of the six new members 
elected by Maine and Vermont in September 
an entire new national House of Representa- 
tives will be elected next Tuesday, Nov. 8. 
The total membership is 391, a majority of 
which is 196. The Republicans have at 
present 215 members, the Democrats num-

bering 172. There are four vacancies. The 
Republican majority is forty-three. The 
Democrats must elect twenty-four additional 
members in order to obtain control of the House. The Republicans 
may lose nineteen members and still hold control. The Democrats 
have already gained two of the necessary twenty-four by the election 
in Maine. | 

The terms of thirty United States senators expire on March 
3, 1911. Three of the number necessary to fill vacancies—those 
of Alabama, Maryland and Vermont—have already been elected. 
Legislatures that will elect senators will be elected in a number 
of the states next Tuesday. Torty-four states will vote for members 
of Congress on the 8th. Thirty-eight will vote for state officers, 
judges of the supreme court, railroad commissioners and minor 
officers. In twenty-eight of the states governors and full state tickets 
will be elected. 

|There will be Republican and Democratic tickets in nearly all 
the states voting, of course. The Prohibition party will have tickets 
in twenty-five states, the Socialists in thirty-four, the Socialist-Labor 
in eight. Then the Independence league will have a full ticket in 
New’ York, the Keystone and Industrial party will each have a 
ticket in Pennsylvania, the People’s independent (Populist) will 
havea ticket in Nebraska, and the American party a ticket in Utah. 
South Carolina and Louisiana are the only states in the Union 
having each only one ticket in the field. Florida, Kentucky and 
North Carolina have two each. Idaho, Nevada, Washington and 
Wyoming have three each. Alabama, California, Colorado, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Montana, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin have four each. Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, Texas and Utah have five 
each, while New York and Pennsylvania have six each. 

Only the election of presidential electors in addition would 
be necessary to give the balloting of next Tuesday full national 
character. As matters stand, the election will be in many respects 
fully as important as any general contest of recent vears, far more 
unportant than some. Although the real issue is hidden here and 
there, the public understand it perfectly and the bearing it will 
have upon ‘American politics in the near future. Whether or not 
the Democrats, profiting by Republican dissension and disaffection, 
carry the country in this off year, the question of Republican control 
will remain unsettled and cannot be definitely determined until 
delegates to the convention of 1912 are chosen. But there is no 
question as to the effect that a crushing blow to the regulars and 
anti-Roosevelt element would have upon the preliminary presidential 
contest a year from next summer. Victory for Colonel Roosevelt 
in New York and for his followers in the middle West, added to 
defeat of the Taft forces in Ohio and of administration supporters 
clsewhere, would unquestionably make the ex-President the dominant 
figure in his party. In the event of his losing New York, on the 
other hand, it may be taken for granted that he will, with a more 
perfectly organized and a more dependable following, enter upon 
a campaign far more radical and vigorous, and more national in 
character, than the present one. It is not conceivable that Colonel 
Roosevelt's political activity will end with the closing of the polls 
next Tuesday. It is conceivable, however, that he may be left 
much stronger or much weaker by the day’s balloting. 

Republicans everywhere, it should be said, are making a much 
better showing than in the early weeks of the campaign. They 
have ceased to apologize and to explain, and have become aggressive. 
They are even turning the-tariff to account, owing to the failure 
of the Democrats to unite in a sweeping attack upon the work 
of Payne and Aldrich and other Republican leaders whom they 
held up to scorn only a short time back. The Republicans have 
even succeeded by good management in eliminating Cannonism from 
the campaign. And yet the Democrats have not been entirely 
deprived of their opportunity. It is an exceptionally good one, and 
it clings to them despite mistakes. 
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On uis return from Europe President Jordan of the Leland 
Stanford, Jr., University says that he finds that the nations are 
still suffering from the Russo-Japanese war. And yet, governments 
everywhere continue to drain their resources by expenditures for 


‘sore armament.

disputes. As Mr. Ives puts it, the really fundamental point is the 
establishment of an independent bureau for the settlement of all 
such controversies in the future. » There is nothing overoptimistic 
in the expressed belief that the movement toward an amicable 
adjustment of differertces between common carriers and shipperss 
set afoot here, will spread all over the country and lead to the 
most desirable results. 

In the old way of: looking at it, a victory for the shipper 
was hailed with satisfaction as a triumph over corporate power 
and arrogance and insolence, on the one side, while a victory for the 
railroads was regarded as a triumph over. unreasonable, prejudiced 
and dangerous popular clamor, on the other side. Under the new 
and better way of looking at it, there can be no one-sided victory 
that will bring permanent benefit to either the corporations or the 
public, to either the railroads or their patrons. The welfare of 
both and of each individually is dependent upon even-handed 


justice, fair play, the square deal. The people cannot be wronged 
without harm to the railroads, the railroads cannot be wronged 
without hari to the people. 

But larger questions than those arising from disagreements 
between shippers and common,carriers, over demurrage charges or 
other points, are involved in the method of reaching a settlement 
followed in the New England cases. The adoption of this method, 
in preference to the old one of seeking an advantage on one side 
no matter how harmful it may be to the other, means that men 
in every walk of life are falling more and more into line with the 
movement that looks to the eventual harmonizing of all manner 
of differences, whether they affect individuals, groups of individuals, 
communities or nations, for the common good of all.

landed at Lingah, will be enforced if necessary. The Germans, 
apparently, are taking umbrage at the understanding now existing 
between Russia and the United Kingdom in relation to Persia. 
Considered merely from a geographical standpoint, however, it would 
seem as if both Russia and England have at least as much at 
stake in southwestern Asia as any of the other powers. 

Persia has been unfortunate in many things. The country has 
been torn by internal disorders which have produced commercial 
stagnation. The Teheran government undoubtedly 1s anxious to 
restore order speedily, but it lacks the means and the money. 
Repeated remonstrances by the minister of Great Britain have failed 
to produce a more satisfactory state of affairs. Naturally enough, 
England made inquiries of Russia as to the latter country s position 
in the premises, and when told that order and security in Persia 
were prime considerations for Asiatic peace, the British government 
believed itself justified in offering the Shah assistance. 

It is readily admitted that Germany has many interests in 
Persia, and that these interests must be safeguarded. The Germans 
have been active toward securing railroad concessions, and Berlin 
financiers have a decided right tO protect their investments, which 
have been liberal, not only in Persia but in Arabia and the Turkish 
empire to the northward. The Bagdad railroad enterprise has pre- 
sented difficulties, but Germany should find no trouble in obtaining 
privileges entirely satisfactory. 

A note, not as yet very distinct, perhaps, has been sounded 
anent the Persian situation by the rumor that Lord Morley intends 
to resign as secretary of state for India. Should this prove true, 
it will require a man of no less reliable qualities to direct the affairs 
of the Indian office. Lord Minto’s position, of course, 1s also 1mport- 
ant, although it devolves more largely upon the Secretary of state to 
guide the destinies of the empire of India. Should the Karl of Crewe 
be named in Lord Morley’s place, he will have before him a valuable 
precedent. The present secretary of state has succeeded in pacifying 
the native element. He has led them gradually to a point where 
they can take some part in the government of the empire. “Lord 
Morley was instrumental in the appointment of a native to the 
council of the viceroy. For the first time in history there is now 
native participation in supreme executive legislation. The Earl of 
Crewe would find cut out for him a program from which he need 
deviate little. 

Persia should be a beneficiary of Indian prosperity, and* it 
might seem to be almost a duty of the government of India to 
exert a benevolent influence, even to the point of restoring order. 
Great Britain can hardly afford to have discord in the Persian 
domain. ‘There is nothing to signify that either Russia or England 
is about to attempt a division of the territory of their neighbor. 
A limit may be set as to how far they should go in assuming 
the responsibility of control. But even if it becomes essential to 
send Indian troops through Afghanistan and Baluchistan the end 
might justify the means. The trade of India and of Asia must 
be protected. The integrity of Persian territory should be main- 
tained, but drifting along the present disturbing current can hardly 
make for order and prosperity. 


| A CHANGE of balance to the negative side 
| of the United States ledgers for October, 
recording a $5,000,000 deficit, is not disturb- 
ing, but it seems to emphasize again the need 
of further economy in government expendi- 
tures. The fact that ‘experts had foreseen 
Deficit an even break or a surplus illustrates how 
easily quick developments may overturn the 
fondest. predilections; for in the last three 
SS days of October came a turn opposite to that 
of September, when the books showed a surplus of $1,400,000, and 
the government for the first time in the present fiscal year received 
more than it paid out. Unusual expenditures were largely responsi- 
ble, but while it 1s well to know that the situation can be viewed 
placidly so far as consequences go, the watchword of economy in 
government affairs gains additional prominence. 

The sum of $2,000,000 was spent in October on the Panama 
canal, increasing the amount for the year devoted to the isthmian 
undertaking to $15,000,000; and payments on the public debt also 
entered into the month's operations. On the other hand, receipts 
for the year already total more than $225,000,000, and the working 
balance remairts near $32,000,000. 

While no one is inclined to fidget over a deficit that improvement 
may soon correct, the fact that a bureau of administrative economy 
was established last month to get the business affairs of the govern- 
ment on a high plane is interesting to recall at this time. Economy 
in other directions may partially offset unavoidable expenditures. _

If this was intended for humor, it should have been conscien- 
tiously labeled and not circulated as approbation. I[.xtravagance 
of speech in political campaigns, no less than in other tense situations, 
may serve to point only weakness of argument. Who wants this 
veneral “cleaning out’ at the State House? Would it be at all tor 
the best interests of the commonwealth and its people to displace 
from the state commissions men of proven ability who by their very 
continuance in office have gained an experience that is almost unique 
and that vastly mereases the potential and actual value of their 
service? Their work speaks for itself. It has made Massaé@husetts 
famous for excellence of results and methods with reference to 
highways, parks, railroads, water supply, and the other great divisions 
of state work. Toa noteworthy degree it has enabled Massachusetts 
in these fields of collective effort to gain a reputation for leadership. 
Is it likely that Mr. Foss or Mr. Fitzgerald, if sent to the Governor's 
chair, would be able to improve the quality of this work by a clean 
sweep of tried workers and the introduction of others who would be 
in a sense novices ? : 

We have no wish to bear harshly on Mayor Fitzgerald. We have 
ere this been glad to andorse his tersely-spoken views when’ we have 


felt them to be sound. But his innuendos with reference to the men 


who are handling the state's public work at the present time can 
hardly merit the indorsement of any observer or voter who considers 
them carefully. And it seems certain that the hundreds of farmers in 
the electorate of Massachusetts will not highly appreciate a comment 
that tends to hold up to ridicule men from the agricultural districts 
who have been giving the state only sterling service. 


There is a certain dignity that may well inhere amid all the 


public activities and relationships of men with one another. If it has 
become the fashion to disregard such dignity.in politics, for the sake 
of its fancied appeal to the masses, so much the worse for the fashion: 
the masses themselves are already in a way to rise above its cheap 
influence. The time is not far ahead, if indeed it is not already here, 
when extravagances and personalities in political discussions will 
be counted as the trademark of incompetency. The dignity of the 
ballot is being appreciated tooshighly for the voters much longer to 
tolerate indignities in the campaign.

7, the public will have another excellent 
chance to show whether the men who secured what the citv so 
long desired were gifted with expert foresight. | 

The expense of bringing finely trained artists from different 
countries to America would be virtually prohibitive were it: not for 
the hope of getting fair returns on the investment. There is every 
reason why Greater Boston alone, with its hundreds of thousands 
of people, should furnish patronage enough to repay the promoters 
of a city’s musical development, and to insure a continuance of these 
interpretations of an art whose beauties are enhanced by brillianey 
of surroundings, perfection of acoustic: properties and mechanical 
ingenuity. That Bostonians appreciate to an advanced degree what 
it means to have at home a form of entertainment once made possible 
only by means of trips abroad or by awaiting the crowded week or 
fortnight of Visiting companies, with their limited choice of works, 
is a seemingly fair conclusion.
